By Dust Explosion in Chicago 


Armour Grain Company Suffers Loss of Ten 


Concrete Blocks Thrown 
of Bushels of Grain Released 


CHICAGO, March 20.—An ex- 
Plosion of grain dust rocked the 
entire southern section of Chicago 
early Saturday night, wrecked 
one of the world’s largest grain 
elevators and broke every window 
within a radius of a mile. 

Of the nine watchmen who 
were trapped in the structure by 
the blast, two are known to be 
dead, and four are missing. The 
bodies of the two known dead 
were recovered Saturday. 

The elevator which consisted 
of @ series of steel and concrete 
towers was built at a cost of more 
ihan ten million dollars and was 


operated by the Armour Grain 

company.
